The document referred to is a re- 
ceipted bill of Mr. John Giffin of 
Beampton, C.W., “C. W." meaning 
Canada West. The bill is a trade ac- 
count extending over a period of 
about one year, from February, 1840, 
to February, 1841. 

Many articles appear absurdly 
cheap when compared to the prices 
at present prevailing. For instance 
an item appears on the account, 
gallons whiskey, 6s. 6d.” 
Whiskey at 54 cents a gallon! Does 
anybody know what whiskey costs to- 
day? Rice appears at two pounds for 
1* pence, or 11 cents a pound. To- 
day it costs 5 cents a pound. Barley 
was given in part payment ofthe ar- 
ticles on the account at the rate of 
about 35 cents a bushel. ‘‘Pease” 


went at 60 cents a VLushel. 

On the other hane on August 16 
Mr. Giffin bought haif a pound of 
t-. at-two shillings and three pence, 
or $1.08 per pcund, the same price 
as two gallons of whiskey. Who would 
drink tea in those days? Neverthe- 
less towards the end of the same 
year Mr. Giffin bought another half 
pound of tea for two shillings and 
sx pence, wkile in the beginning of 
the year 1841 he paid three shillings 
and ninepence for another half pound. 
Hither the tea market had advanced, 
or he was getting the tea habit, and 
was eeking a superior brand. 

Factory cotton was sold at eight 
and one-half pence a yard, or 17 
cents a yard. Half a yard of ticking 
cost nine pence, or 18 cents, while 
one yard of coat facing sold for three 
shillings, or 72 cents, 


\ Immigration Is 412,955, 


“Total immigration into Canary 
for the year 1913, commencing Jan. 
1 and ending Dee. 31, will amount 
to 412,955, as against a total of 402,- 
654 for the year 1912," said J. Bruce 
Walker, immigration commissioner, 
at Winnipeg it the close of the year. 
“We had hope,” the commissioner 
continued, “th:t the total would 
rezch 425,000, but owing to some- 
what unfavorable conditions, which 
came into prominence during the past 
few months, the movement received 
a slight check. 

“During the months from April to 
November, inclusive, the total immi- 
gration into Canada from all sources 
amounted to 34,899, or an increase 
of 6 per cent. over the correspond- 
ing period of 1912. In April, May, 
June and July of this year the in- 
creas? over corresponding months of 
1912 ran as high as 25 per cent., brt 
in August, Se>tember, October and 
November there was a decided falling 
off, as compared with the correspond- 
ing months of last year. In August 
the decrease was 3 per cent., in Sep- 
tember 21 per cent., in October 24 
per cent., and in November 36 per 
cent.” 

In explaining these decreases the 
commissioner said: ‘“‘These decreas*s 
are not nearly so serious as the fig- 
ures would idnicate, From the Unit- 
ed States, for example, the decrease 
was due to falling off of general lab- 
orers and mechanics, Detailed fig- 
ures, however, show that there has 
been an increase in value of effects 
which they brought witnu them, and 
in total amount of actus! hard cash 


Probing Peat Resources. 

The Dominion Government has, 
| through the medium of the Depart- 
ment of Mines, just undertaken a 
very extensive and exhaustive inves- 
tigation into the merits of pet as 
fuel, the commercial feasibility of its 
manufacture at a reasonable market- 
able price and the available supply 
in Canada. 

The Government is experiencing 
considerable difficulty with get-rich 
quick men, who, posing as promoters 
of peat enterprises, induced inves 
tors to place considerbale money in 
ventures that are not based upon in- 
telligent information in regard - to 
the possibilities of the industry. 

There is considerable capital in 
vested in Canada, however, in legi- 
timate peat enterprises, and these 
are to be given every encourage 
ment by the Government, with 
end in view of doing everything that 
is possible to provide against a fuel 
famine in the future.

Rivers from which he sought 
to drink ran hot water, boiling foun- 
tains gushed hundreds of fect in the 
nir, voleanoes of black mud vomited at 
him, bubbling fountains of snow white 
mud gushed around, with others of 
crimson and blue and green. A moun- 
tain of pure sulphur crystals rose on 
one band, and from beside a stream 
rose another composed of black glass 
almost as clear as a window pane.

s0me interesting investigations made 
by Surgeon Cummins of the British 
army. 

It used to he thought that if our serv- 
ants’ hands—and our own—were wash- 
ed with reasona e frequency we were 
safe, but Dr. Cummins shows tbat even 
the most scrupulous cleansing will not 
relieve bands that have been in contact 


| with disease germs from the liability 


of infecting others. In short, Dr. Cum- 
mins declares that so long as we live 
in this world of dirt and microbes our 
hands can never be really clean. 

To prove his contention Dr, Cum ins 
dipped the tip of bis forefinger fn a 
liquid containing millions of typhoid 
bacilli. The finger was next rinsed io 
an antiseptic solution, then in very 
cold water and then in 'vatcr that was 
almost boiling. After all this cleansing 
it was washed in a sthall quantity of 
sterile water. This water when ana- 
lyzed showed no less than 315 colonies 
of typhoid D.ucilll. 

Not satisfied with this discouraging 
proof of the futility of clean hands, the 
doctor proceeded to soak his infected 


finger tip in pure alcohol. Then he 
washed it again in sterile water. T)is 
time the analysis of the water reves d 
four colonies of typhoid bacilli. 
Another experiment made by Pr. 


Cummins was to rest a typhoid laden 
finger tip for just an instant on the 
surface of a bowl of soup. The soup 
wes then allowed to stand for twenty- 
four hours. When finally analyzed it 
revealed nearly 40,000 typhoid bacilli to 
every cubic inch.—New York Ameri- 
cab,

From this analysis and by other experinients, it is caleu- 
lated that one quart of molasses bas the siwe fecdirg value 
cs from three to four quarts of oats, and due to the condi- 
tioning effect of the material on animels, it is found that 
horses that are working hard were in better condition when 
fedcn molasses thanwhen they were fod ¢ry feed alone, 
and the cost cf the feed was reduced cbout 25 per cent.

Canada's Astronomical %nstrument 

Will Set World's Record. \ 

Now that the contr.ct for Canada’s 

; new telescope — the largest in the 

| world—has been let more details are 

at hand with regard to the great sci- 

entific marvel which is to grace the 
| observatory at Ottawa, 

A rough idea of its size may be 
gained from noting that a full sized 
automobile could be readily driven 
through the tube, The company that 
will construct the telescape built the 
Lick telescope, finished in 1887, the 
object glass of which is thirty-six 
inches in diameter, and the Yerkes 
telescope, finished in 1893, which has 

| a forty inch glass, These were the 
largest in the world. 
“The great reflecting telescopes 
made by the English and »y the 
| French years ago,” says Ambrose 
| Swasey, a distinguished scientist, 
“served their purpose in the science 
| of astronomy, but the development of 
astronomica* photography introduced 
a new era, 

“Progress, particularly in astro- 

physical and phe*tpgraphic lines, has 

, been greatly advanced by the use of 
reflecting telescopes and especialiy by 
the work done with the sixty inch 
reflector at the Mount Wilson solar 
observatory. 

“Notable results have been obtain- 
ed by the use of reflecting telescopes 
in later years, and this has stimulat- 
ed a great interest in this type of in- 
strument, such as is evidenced by the! 
present contract, 

“Even greater impetus will now be) 
given by the action of the Canadian | 
Government in acquiring this splen- | 
did seventy-two inch instrument, | 
which when finished will be the larg-} 
est telescope yet constructed, | 

“This great engine of science, | 
weighing fully fifty tons, resting up- 
on massive piers of concrete, will!

| Chicks Thrive on Electricit», 

| Raising fowls on electricity has 
| proved a profitable experiment with 
T. Thorne Baker, an Englishman, Un- 
der electrical treatment he declares 
that chickens can be grown at twice 
the usual rate with half the usual 
food. On the farm where the exper!l- 
ments were conducted an intensive 
poultry house was electrified. The 
current was applied for ten minutes 
every hour during the day. Six chick- 
ens only out of a total of 400 died, 
showing a mortality of only 1.5 per 
cent., when the usual mortality is 50 
per cent. during the summer season, 
The chickens were ready for market 
in five weeks as against the usual 
three months, 


The vitality of the treated chick- 
ens were remarkable. Instead of run- 
ning away when one approached the 


screen they would peck vigorously at 
an extended hand, every peck giving 
a distinct shock to the owner of the 
hand, but apparently the electricity 
was not felt by the chickens. Svyarks 
flew from their beaks, but this j«used 
thm no concern,

President of the Denomination’s Set« 
tlement In Alberta Has Charge of 
the Social, Religious and Business 
Life of Seven Thousand Persons 
—He Is Not a Polygamist, Al- 

| though He Believes In It. 


One of the most popular men in 
Southern Alberta is Kdwin J. Wood, 
president of the Mormon Church in 
Canada. While Mr. Wood is greatly 
attached to his church, he is never- 
theless broad enough to believe in 
tolerance to all denominations hold- 
ing religious worship in the confines 
of the large stretch of country which 
the Mormon people have taken over 
} to themselves. 

It is now 26 years since Mormon 
settlement of Southern Alberta be~ 
gan. In that year Charles Ora Card, 
after whom Cardston, the Temple 
City of Alberta, came with a dozen 
Mormons and settled along the Sst. 
Mary’s river in Southern Alberta, 
This was the nucleus of the 7,000 
Mormons to be found in Canada to~ 
day. 

President Wood has entire controB 
of this Mormon population in so far 
as their relation to the Church te 
concerned, and relation to the Mor- 
mon Church means business, social, 
and religious affiliation. Everything 
the Mormon does is controlled by the 
Church, His business is better known

by the president than by his banker. 
His goods are the Church’s if the 
Church wishes to use them. Over 
matters of his kind Mr. Wood has 
direct jurisdiction, 

When the Church undertook to 
purchase the old Cochrane ranch in 
Southern Alberta, it was Mr. Wood 
who did the business for his organ- 
ization. Some 65,000 acres were in- 

| volved in the deal, and the Canadian 

president has had the selling of this 
tract in small parcels to Mormon peo- 
ple from Utah and other Mormon col- 
onies. 

Edwin J. Wood is also the stock- 
man of the Church. When the large 
tract of land was purchased a num- 


ber of cattle went with it. The herd 
has now increased to several thou- 
sand and these this man has under 
control, He sells to whom he pleases, 
No one in Canada asks where the 
money goes. No good Mormon dare 
doubt the integrity of President 
Wood. 

The responsibility of finding ma- 
terial for a $300,000 temple is now 
engaging the attention of Mr, Wood. 
The new structure is to be at Card- 
ston in Southern Alberta, and it will 
be the first on British soil. Marble 
must be secured, arrangements made 
for hauling material, workmen em- 
ployed, and a thousand other things 
to engage his attention. 

A liormon president does not re- 
celve any salary. President Wood is 
supposed to do all this gratis He ts 
a man of considerable wealth, amass- 
ed probably before his appointment 
to the presidency, and can afford to 
sive the time, 

It has been said that his wives 
number more than ore, This has 
been disproved on several occasions, 
Mr. Wood, however, believes in the 
principle of polygamy, although he 
advises his people to refrain from 
the practice because the law of the 


land forbids it.

THE QUALITY OF IMAGINATION 


The Guiding Hand That Directs the 


Policy of the Canadian Pacific 
Rallway 

The quality of imagination is re- 
vealed in the whole history of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway, There was im- 
agination in the outlook of Joseph 
Howe, the father of responsible gov- 
ernment in British North America, 
when he declared at Halifax over 60 
years ago:

There was imagination in George Ste- 
phen and Donald Smith who organized 
the syndicate by which the great pro- 
ject was achieved. There was imag- 
ination in the massive mind of Sir 
William Van Horne, who ruled during 
the difficult era of construction and 
neither less vision nor less power 
have been displayed by Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy. 

Born in Milwaukee of Irish-Ameri- 
can parents, Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 
had his early training on American 
railways. From 1869 to 1882 he was 
in the service of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee é St. Paul railway of which Wil- 
liam C. Van Horne was general man- 
ager. He so impressed himself on 
Van Horne that he was asked to come 
to Canada when hie old chief became 
general maaager of the Canadian tran- 
scontinental highway. From the of- 
fice of general purchasing agent of the 
company he was advanced in 1891 to 
vice president and in 1899 he sueceed- 
ed Sir William Van Horne as prest- 
dent. H 

His powers lie iu his great knowledge | 
of the affairs of the company and in 
the great respect which he commands. 
He does not shirk from concessions in 
order to remove local grievances and 
satisfy legitimate public demands. He 
}recognizes that the company has ob- 
\ligatious which must be fulfilled and 
that the progress and prosperity of 
Canada depend greatly cpon the ade- 
quacy and efficiency of the services 
which the reilway provides. Thus 
many millions have been expended in} 
enlarging terminal facilities in the 
commercial centres, in double tracking 
and stimulating agriculture, tu Dbuild- 
ing branches, in improving grades in 
the mountains, in irrigating dry areas, 
jin establishing industries, and in pro- 
viding additional equipment for mov- 
ing the Western grain crop to the head 
| of navigation. 

Between the company and its work- 
meu very satisfectory relations exist. 
The brotherhoods of railway employ- 
ees arc freely recognized. There is 
sympathetic consideration for demands 
for higher wages, and better living 
conditions. There is a full confidence 
among the company’s workmen that 
any deadlock in negotiations between 
the unions and the officers of the com- 
pany can be satisfactorily overcome by 
an appeal to Sir Thomas Shaughnessy. 

The great body of shippers are as, 
loyal to the company as are ifs staff.

It is encoursging to learn from the 
Toronto Globe correspondent in the 
West that Southern Alberta) farmers 
are turning to mixed farming. During 
the spring the first mixed, farming 
convention was held at Lethbridge. 
Dr, Rutherford, ex-Dominion Live 
Stock Commissioner, talked about 
feeding beef cattle; Prof. Elliott of 
the C.P.R. farm at Strathcona spoke 
about dairying, and Mr, W, F, Stevens, 
Live Stock Commissioner for, Alberta 
spoke about swine; but nothing was 
said about the use of tractor engines 
or the best way to grow grain. 
Throughout Alberta this feeling in 
favor of live stock is growing, as the 
figures published a short time ago by 
The Globe show. It was shown that, 
as compared with 1,735,900 head of 
horses, swine, sheep and cattle, in- 
cluding beef and dairy breeds, at the 
beginning of 1912 there were in Al- 
berta at the beginning of 1913 some 
2,405,896 head.

BIG STEEL PLANT 


To be Built Near Montreal by English 
Capital 


The big industrial corporations of 
Great Britain and the United States 
are realizing the significance of the 
rapidly-growing markets of Canada. 
The firm of Armstrong, Whitworth & 
Co, Limited has officially announced 
its intention to erect a steel works 
establishment on the south shore of 
the St. Lawrence River, directly op- 
posite Montreal, east and southeast 
of the town of Longueuil, Two hun- 
dred and fifty acres of land have 
been purchased at a cost of $400,000; 
the water frontage of this property 
extends two thousand feet. 

Tenders have been received and 
contracts will be immediately award- 
ed for the erection of the first series 
of buildings, which will cover 70 acres; 
the estimated cost is $1,000,000, and 
the plant will be in running order 
in a year’s time, giving employment 
to 5600 men. This number will be in- 
creased to 5,000 two years hence. 

The tenders call for the erection of 
a large building, five hundred feet in 
length, of concrete and steel, to 
gether with a number of other lesser 
structures, Lock gates, steel barges, 
and, in fact, everything large and small 
requiring the best quality of steel will 
be turned out of the Longueuil works. 

The Armstrong, Whitworth Com- 
pany Limited, at Elswick, near New- 
castle-on-Tyne, England, employs over 
25,000 men; at Manchester, oyer 5,000,
